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Important Changes The House Special Subcommittee on Education, whose chairman 
Made in Bill for is Mrs. Edith Green (D-Oregon), has approved H.R. 5266 with 
Higher Education $180 million annually for five years to provide one-third 


matching grants to colleges and universities for construc- 
tion of academic facilities. The bill includes also the sum of $120 million annually for 
five years for loans for this purpose, using the interest rate formula of the College 
Housing Loan Program. 

The institution on a single project could apply for a grant for one-third of the 
total cost, and for a loan for the difference between the one-third grant and three- 
fourths of the total; but one-fourth of the cost on any project must come from non-Federal 
sources. A loan may be obtained for three-fourths of total cost. 

State Commissions would be established for the administration of grants, but loans 
would be handled by the United States Commissioner of Education directly with the insti- 
tutions. 

The program of Federal scholarships was approved essentially as proposed originally 
by the Administration. (See this Bulletin Vol. X, Nos. 9 and 10.) There is the addition, 
however, of 1,000 Presidential Scholarships annually, of $1,000 and a certificate, to be 
awarded on merit alone, and in a national competition open only to winners in the state 
competitions. 

College administrators interested in this legislation should act promptly to make 
their concern known to their Representatives in Congress. The full House Committee on 
Education and Labor is expected to vote out the bill very soon, and the legislation may 
well be debated by the House during the week of April 24-28. For a statement of the 
Council's recommendations on the content of the bill, see the testimony of President 
Everett Case of Colgate University, printed in Vol. X, No. 10 of this Bulletin. 


Committee Approves Federal assistance to medical schools was one of the major 
Administration Bill subjects discussed by the Council's Committee on Relation- 
for Medical Schools ships of Higher Education to the Federal Government at its 


meeting on April 13. Dr. Ward Darley, executive director 
of the Association of American Medical Colleges, described the need and outlined the asso- 
ciation's proposals. He explained that by 1975 the nation will need to train about 50 
per cent more physicians than in 1960 just to maintain the current ratio of physicians 
to population. Action, he said, must be taken at once to expand facilities and to make 
medical education accessible to students of limited means. 

Dr. Darley then offered comparative analyses of the AAMC proposal and the Adminis- 
tration's bill, S. 1072 (which differs in significant details from the plan set forth 
in President Kennedy's message and reprinted in this Bulletin, Vol. X, No. 5). He 
characterized the Administration bill as inadequate to meet the need but a constructive 
first step. 

The committee, after careful consideration, agreed unanimously to endorse the Ad- 
ministration bill as "a minimum first step” but "a constructive initial move." The AAMC 
analysis of S. 1072 follows. 

Modernization and expansion of existing schools and construction of new schools. A 
ten-year program: $45 million a year for the construction of new teaching facilities 
for training physicians and professional public health personnel with 2 to 1 Federal 
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matching for other construction; $15 million for grants for teaching facilities for 
training dentists, with some matching provisions; $15 million for replacement or 
rehabilitation of existing schools of medicine, public health or dentistry. 


Planning. $500,000 a year to regional, interstate, state or local public or private 
nonprofit agencies and to public or private nonprofit institutions for planning new, 


expanded or improved program of training physicians, public health personnel or 
dentists. 


Financial aid to students. Annual lump sum grant to schools equivalent to $375 per 
student with maximum aid of $2,000 per student. 


General support of medical education. Cost of education payment to medical and dental 


schools, $1,000 per scholarship student, up to one-fourth of enrollment. 


Administration. Public Health Service administration, with a "National Advisory 
Council on Education for Health Professions." 


Research facility construction. Separate program amount increased from $30 million 
to $50 million per year for 5 years. 


Committee Urges Approval of changes in the Air Force ROTC recommended by the 
Cooperation with Advisory Panel and endorsed by the Air Force (See this 
AFROTC Program Bulletin, Vol. X, No. 13), was voted unanimously by the Com- 


mittee on Relationships of Higher Education to the Federal 
Government on April 13. 


The Commander of the Air University has already received orders to proceed to 
disestablish AFROTC units that do not fulfill the needs of the Air Force. The com- 


mittee urged the affected institutions to cooperate, since bringing the AFROTC Program 


within defensible limits will benefit both the Air Force and higher education. 
Action on the second proposal, a two-year course of instruction supported by 


scholarships, must await the passage of new legislation by Congress. The bill has 
not yet been introduced. 


Support Asked for During the meeting of the Seminar on Federal Relationships 
Two-Year Technical held by the Council on December 10, 1960, there was extended 
Courses under NDEA discussion of problems related to Title VIII of the National 

Defense Education Act, which provides support for vocational 
education beyond secondary school but “below the level of higher education." It was 
pointed out that the wording of the law denies support to many technical institutes 
and junior colleges which are fulfilling the objectives of Title VIII, but which are 
operating at the level of higher education. The suggestion was made at that time 
that the interested groups should prepare a joint statement for consideration of the 
Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to the Federal Government. 

Recommendations from three especially interested groups were presented at the 
meeting of the committee on April 13. After discussion the committee, finding reason 
for satisfaction in the relative lack of disagreement among the three groups, voted 
unanimously to approve such steps as may seem practical to remove ambiguities in the 
present National Defense Education Act and the following general statement: 

During the coming decade the fastest growth will occur among professional and 
technical occupations, especially engineers, scientists, and technicians. Junior 
colleges, technical institutes, and other institutions of higher education will be 
assuming increased responsibility for the education and training of technicians. 

The American Council on Education recognizes these developments and recommends 
that support be given through the provisions of the NDEA or other Federal legislation 
for the strengthening of technician education at post-secondary levels to train indi- 
viduals for useful employment as highly skilled technicians in recognized occupations 
related to engineering, the biological sciences, health services, or other areas re- 
quiring scientific knowledge. 
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Broader Base Proposals for amendments to the National Defense Edu- 
Advocated for cation Act which would give special support to college 
Renewed NDEA libraries and to the teaching of English were discussed 


by the Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to 
the Federal Government at its April 13 meeting. The committee expressed sympathy 
for the objectives of these proposals, but decided unanimously to act on the basis 
of a general principle rather than on the specific requests. As recommended by the 
committee, a letter has gone to the U.S. Commissioner of Education from the office h 
of the Council President. The key paragraph follows. 

"The Committee was requested to approve specific recommendations from the National 
Council of Teachers of English and the Association of College and Research Libraries 
for amendments to the National Defense Education Act which would offer financial sup- 
port to their particular areas of interest. The Committee took the general position 
that the fragmentation of support to particular studies or particular instructional 
resources is a mistaken principle which unfortunately is embodied in several features 
of the present law. It would merely strengthen the policy if the Committee recom- 
mended that a few additional segments should be supported. The Committee pointed 
with strong approval to the National Defense Fellowship Program as exemplifying 
support for all the important disciplines and expressed the hope that the same 
general policy may, as rapidly as possible, be embodied in other portions of the 
act which apply to other levels of education. It is hoped that the Office of Edu- 
cation will be able to propose definite steps in this direction in recommendations 
to be made later this spring to the President and to the Congress." 


Early Consideration Information was presented to the Committee on Relation- 
of NDEA Is Requested ships at its meeting on April 13 that while strong sup- 


port exists for continuing and strengthening the 
National Defense Education Act, there is concern that extended debates over other 
educational legislation may result in postponing consideration of the NDEA until 
1962. There was general agreement that it would be highly desirable for action to 
be taken this year. Consequently, the committee voted unanimously to urge the 
appropriate leadership in Congress to place legislation extending the NDEA high 


on the priority list of bills to be considered in this First Session of the 87th 
Congress. 


Research Program Several communications have reached the Council re- 
Evaluation Asked garding the Cooperative Research Program of the U. S. 
Office of Education. In general the recommendations 
are that the program be continued on its present basis, and that the funds for 
the program in fiscal 1962 be substantially increased over the funds appropriated 
for the current fiscal year. The Committee on Relationships, at its meeting on 
April 13, considered these recommendations, and discussed with consultants the 
present status of the program, the prospect of a larger degree of central direction 
in the future program, and the need for greater financial support. 

The committee was informed that no evaluation has been made of the quality or 
importance of the research completed to date under this program, but that such a 
study is under way. Consequently, the committee voted unanimously that a careful 
evaluation of the present program is needed before an informed judgment can be 
made as to the desirability of expanding the program in the future. 


International Study The Handbook on International Study, a comprehensive 
Handbooks Published guide listing international scholarships, has been 
published for the first time in two separate volumes 
by the Institute of International Education. 
Entitled Handbook on International Study: For Foreign Nationals and Handbook 
on International Study: For U. S. Nationals,the just released books are designed 
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as sources of information for college and university personnel, student advisers, librerigy 
and persons desiring data on all aspects of international scholarship programs. 

The handbook, now in its third edition, is truly a "how-to" guide on international 
education with information ranging from where to study higher mathematics in Germany to 
child-welfare in the U.S.A. Both books not only list the awards and grants of major 
scholarship programs, but also state the requirements for these programs, describe 
American and foreign education, and discuss government regulations affecting the inter- 
national student. The scholarship programs listed range from grants for the mature 
specialist to awards for the teenager. 

The 300-page handbook for U.S. nationals gives other information valuable to the 
student who wants to study in a foreign land. There is a comprehensive listing of col- f 
leges and universities in 91 countries as well as the names and services of organizations 
willing to help the "exchangee" find living quarters or meet new people in the community 
where he is studying. There are tips on selecting a school in another country, an ex- 
planation of degree and credit requirements of both U. S. and foreign educational system§ 
and an extensive bibliography in the field of international education. A special sectiof 
covers summer study abroad. 

This third edition of the IIE handbook has several new features, including a dis- 
cussion of the new African nations and their educational systems, a listing and discussig 
of available foreign study programs for U.S. undergraduates, and many of the new scholar. | 
ship programs launched in the last three years. |

OEEC Fellowships The Organization for European Economic Cooperation (0.E.E.C.) 
Announced by NSF and the National Science Foundation have announced the award 

of 19 0.E.E.C. Senior Visiting Fellowships. These awards are 
designed to improve scientific work at each fellow's home institution through training i 
specialties which each home institution desires to strengthen. 

The National Science Foundation administers this fellowship program for United State 
citizens and nationals. The recipients will study in 0.E.E.C. countries, and several wi 
visit more than one country. They will work in Austria, Denmark, France, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Ireland, Italy, The Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and the United Kingdom. Scientists from 0.E.E.C. countries will also study in the 
United States under this program, which is supported by 0.E.E.C. and the United States. 
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
